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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's proposed amendment for claims 1 and 16 discloses receiving a a web page with a plurality of 
scripts at the diagnostic controller. This is new functionality not present in previous iterations of the claims (the dependent claims 2 and 
17 merely required receiving a web page but did NOT specify that they were received by the diagnostic controller). Thus the proposed 
amendment will not be entered because they raise the new issue of a diagnostic controller receiving the web page. Additionally, the 
Office notes that Applicant's argument with respect to Wing teaching away from Wing's client application (comparable to claimed 
diagnostic controller) from processing web pages would not have been persuasive for two reasons. First, the amended limitation merely 
states that the diagnostic controller receives the web page and does not specify that the controller must do any processing of the web 
page beyond executing of a script. Thus, Applicant's argument is not represented by the proposed amendment. Second, Wing does not 
teach away from the claimed invention. The portion fo the Wing reference cited by Applicant descirbes that the purpose of the "small 
program" is to insure a certain amount of compatibility with a vareity of client computer systems [ Wing, 0078]. Wing discloses that his 
client application is designed to receive scripts over the internet from the server [0081]. Wing does not expressly state or teach away 
from the client application receiving the scripts embedded within a web page as asserted by Applicant. 

In regards to claim 12, the claim merely discloses forwarding the web page over the network and does not specify receiving the web page 

at a diagnostic controller. The combination of the references disclose forwarding a web page with scripts over a network. 

Thus, since the proposed amendment raises new issues, further consideration and|or search is proper and the amendments will not be 

entered. 
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
